mons and we on our part arc re­ 
gretful that everything lias not been 
co-ordinated as it might have been 
as between ourselves and some of 
our allie*.

Our naval officers 
are doing a tremendous job against 
odds not of their own creation. The 
Japanese transport their fuel and 
supplies a few hundred miles We 
miist bring our octane gas and our 
oil for surfacing ships 7,000 miles 
to the battle area.
